tional loss last year, destroyed both 
cash and credit, making continuation 


_ of the show this year Impossible, the 


statement said. Many fairs have suf- 
fered a similar fate within thc last 
year.

Hope annually for several years was 
operated by the "Hempstead County 
Fair Association" until the year 1928.

. "During'.the years of 1928 and 1929 
when business and fsjnjV1 'conditions 
were normal, the Fair was successful. 
On account of the extensive drouth

Prohibition Laws 


S e n a t o r i a l Candidate 


Scores Hypocrisy in 


Opening Speech 


BEEBE, Ark— (#>)—Assorting prohi- 


bition is wrong morally and political- 
ly, W. G. Hutton of Little Rock, for- 
mer Pulaski county sheriff, opened 
his campaign for United States sen- 
ator here Wednesday in an address 
advocating repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment and the Volstead act, and 
governmental control of the liquor 
traffic in which the rights and wishes ! 
of dry states would be respected. 
an enormous loss of excise revenue," 


Expressing the view prohibition has 


fostered a "plutocracy of criminals" 
who through vast wealth obtained 
from-illicit dealings are "threatening 
the supremacy of government," Hut- 
ton declared this source of power 
should be taken from gangsters and 
racketeers, and billions of dollars of 
tax revenue be returned to the gov- 
ernment through a tax on liquor. 


"I do not want the citizens of Ark- 


ansas to think I am trying to bring 
the saloon back or to make Arkansas 
a wet state," he said. "So far as I am 
concerned, Arkansas can remain as 
dry as the Sahara desert." 


Ho explained that control and reg- 


ulation of the liquor traffic by the 
federal government would permit dry 
states to remain dry, and states which 
vote wet to have their liquor. 


Prohibition has cost 
the 
federal 


government a loss in 12 years of 
more than ten billion dollars, he said, 
rendering useless property valued at 
512,000,000,000 and 
depriving 
750,000 


men of jobs. In addition, Hutton said, 
many industries have suffered, and 
he listed a number in Arkansas he 
said have been hurt by prohibition.
